Eastham  is  a quintessential  paradise, 
where  the  Outer  Cape  begins.  Origi- 
nally called  Nauset,  Eastham  is  a nar- 
row strip  of  rural  country  with 
marshes,  ponds,  bogs,  and  forests  that 
are  unharmed  by  time.  It  is  bordered 
on  the  east  with  miles  of  the  majestic 
Atlantic  Ocean,  and  on  its  west  by  Cape 
Cod  Bay. 

Eastham  is  one  of  the  first  pages  in 
American  history.  First  Encounter 
Beach  is  the  site  of  the  first  meeting  Photo  bY  He,en  StronS 

between  the  Pilgrims  and  the  American  Indians.  In  1 620,  a small  band  of  Pilgrims 
from  the  Mayflower  was  led  by  Miles  Standish  on  a hunting  expedition.  The  Indians, 
recalling  kidnappings  by  early  English  slave  traders,  sent  a warning  of  arrows,  which 
was  answered  by  musket  fire  before  each  party  fled. 

Eastham  was  settled  in  I 644  by  Pilgrims  who  were  dissatisfied  with  the  poor 
quality  of  the  lands  granted  to  them  in  Plymouth.  Descendants  of  the  original  set- 
tlers still  live  in  the  area;  their  names  are  evident  on  mailboxes  and  street  signs. 
Three  of  the  original  passengers  of  the  Mayflower  are  buried  in  the  Old  Cove 
Cemetery. 

Once  home  to  whaling,  fishing,  salt  works,  and  asparagus  farming,  Eastham  is 
now  best  known  Cape  wide  as  well  as  world  wide  for  its  beaches  and  conservation 
areas.  As  the  Gateway  to  the  National  Seashore  Park  protecting  over  27,000  acres 
of  the  Outer  Cape,  and  one  third  of  the  town,  Eastham  has  changed  very  little  since 
Thoreau  wrote  his  masterpiece,  ‘Cope  Cod’,  over  one  hundred  years  ago. 

Today  Eastham  proudly  continues  its  heritage.  You  are  invited  to  enjoy  this 
conservancy  with  miles  of  walking  and  bike  trails  through  woods,  fields,  marshes, 
and  several  designated  historical  sites  and  areas,  many  of  which  are  in  the  National 
Historic  Register  of  Places.  Our  hospitality  is  extended  in  our  quaint  inns,  modern 
motels,  B&Bs,  cottages  and  campsites  all  conveniently  located  near  country  shops, 
restaurants  and  the  service  trades. 

Discover  windmills,  museums,  and  salt  air  breezes  in  the  classic  Cape  Cod,  known 
as  Eastham.

EASTHAM  WINDMILL,  (9)  located  on 
Windmill  Green  across  from  Town  Hall,  is 
the  only  Cape  Cod  Windmill  still  on  a 
working  site.  It  is  a smock  mill  of  an  En- 
glish/French style  most  likely  built  in  Ply- 
mouth in  the  early  1 680s.  It  was  moved  to 
Truro  in  the  1770s  to  Eastham,  by  Salt 
Pond  in  1 793,  and  its  present  site  in  1 808. 
Open  1 0am-5pm  summer.  NRHP* 

OLD  SCHOOLHOUSE  MUSEUM  (5) 

is  on  Nauset  Road  opposite  the  Cape  Cod 
National  Seashore  Visitor  Center.  It  is  a 
one-room  schoolhouse  built  in  1869, 
which  served  the  town  until  1 936.  The 
museum  displays  various  objects  from  the 
town’s  history,  including  farming,  ship- 
wrecks, the  Life  Saving  Service,  the  school 
and  daily  life.  Open  Monday  through  Fri- 
day in  July  & August,  Mondays  in  Septem- 
ber, I -4pm.  NRHP*

SWIFT-DALEY  HOUSE  (I  I)  is  located 
on  Route  6 next  to  the  Post  Office.  Built  in 
1741,  its  bowed  roof  is  typical  of  early 
houses  built  by  ships’  carpenters,  with 
wide  board  floors,  deep  kitchen  fireplace 
and  narrow  stairways.  Completely  fur- 
nished, its  collection  includes  examples  of 
period  clothing,  china,  Indian  artifacts, 
quilts  and  household  items.  Open  Mon- 
day through  Friday  in  July  & August,  Satur- 
days in  September  I -4pm.  NRHP* 

OLD  COAST  GUARD  STATION  ( 1 4) 

Since  the  early  years  of  the  Pilgrims,  the 
Outer  Beach  of  Cape  Cod  was  known  as  a 
notorious  “graveyard  of  ships”.  In  1871, 
the  United  States  Congress  appropriated 
funds  for  9 life  saving  stations  along  the 
outer  shores.  The  Nauset  Station  was  built 
and  served  for  many  years.  It  was  rebuilt 
in  1937  and  currently  Stands  overlooking 
the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

OLDE  TOWN  CENTER  HISTORIC 
DISTRICT,  (7)  listed  in  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Register,  offers  a fascinating 
walking  tour  past  seventeen  historically  and 
architecturally  significant  homes. 

(See  page  39) 
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THREE  SISTERS  OF  NAUSET  LIGHT- 
HOUSES ( I ) ' The  Nauset  Beach  Light  Sta- 
tion was  established  in  1839  with  three 
small  brick  towers.  In  1 892,  as  the  Atlan- 
tic was  about  to  claim  the  brick  towers, 
three  new  towers  of  wood  were  commis- 
sioned. In  191  I , two  were  abandoned  leav- 
ing the  center  tower  known  as  “The  Bea- 
con” until  1 923.  Today  the  wooden  set  of 
the  “Three  Sisters”  has  been  reunited,  re- 
stored, and  preserved  by  the  Cape  Cod 
National  Seashore.  NRHP* 

TOOL  MUSEUM,  (II)  located  behind 
the  Swift-Daley  House,  displays  hundreds 
of  tools,  many  unusual  and  unique  to  New 
England.  On  the  same  site  is  the  A.  Tho- 
mas Dill  Beach  Camp,  a survivor  of  the 
1 978  storm  that  ravaged  the  spit  south  of 
the  Coast  Guard  Station.  Open  Monday 
through  Friday  in  July  & August,  Saturday 
only  in  September  I -4pm.  NRHP* 

PENNIMAN  HOUSE,  (13)  on  Gover- 
nor Prence  Road  at  Fort  Hill,  was  built  by 
Captain  Edward  Penniman.  The  house  was 
constructed  in  1868,  in  the  Second  Em- 
pire style,  making  it  a favorite  of  both  ar- 
chitectural and  history  buffs.  As  one  of  the 
most  resplendent  sea  captains  homes  on 
the  Cape,  it  denotes  the  once  profitable 
whaling  industry.  NRHP*

INDIAN  ROCK  AT  SKIFF  HILL  (15)  is 
a huge,  fine-grained  metamorphic  rock 
with  abrasive  qualities  that  shows  its  scars 
from  years  of  grinding  and  polishing  imple- 
ments made  of  stone  and  animal  bones. 


NAUSET  LIGHT  (2)  In  1 923  the  Light- 
house Service  replaced  “The  Beacon”  with 
one  of  Chatham's  cast  iron  and  brick  lined 
towers  built  in  1 877.  In  1940,  it  was  painted 
a distinctive  red  and  white  to  match  its 
light  characteristic.  Threatened  by  ero- 
sion in  the  1 980s  and  90s,  the  Nauset  Light 
Preservation  Society  was  formed  by  East- 
ham  residents  to  save  and  restore  the  light- 
house and  oil  house,  an  effort  realized  in 
1996.  In  October,  1998,  the  1875  light- 
house keeper  s home  was  also  moved  and 
reunited  with  the  light  tower  and  oil  house. 
NRHP*

I don't  care  where  you  are  from  in  the 
world,  I doubt  very  much  if  you  come 
from  a place  that  is  better  for  bird 
watching  than  Eastham,  Cape  Cod,  USA. 
Now  before  you  start  shouting  out  what 
you  think  are  better  birding  spots  around 
the  globe,  think  about  this  for  a second; 
Eastham  is  a very  small  town,  not  much 
bigger  than  many  state  parks,  yet  it  has 
some  of  the  best  biodiversity  found  any- 
where. Eastham  has  a great  salt  marsh,  a 
massive  ocean,  a productive  saltwater  bay, 
many  fresh  water  ponds  and  miles  of  pine 
woodlands  and  most  are  open  to  the  pub- 
lic. I can't  think  of  another  area  of  compa- 
rable size  that  can  compete  with  all  that. 
However,  if  you  can  think  of  another  area 
that's  better,  please  keep  it  to  yourself, 
you'll  spoil  everything  for  me. 

We'll  begin  in  the  summer.  As  with 
people,  Eastham  has  the  greatest  appeal 
to  birds  during  the  warmer  months. 
Shorebirds  start  arriving  in  town  in  early 
July,  peak  in  August  and  are  mostly  gone  by 
Columbus  day,  just  like  people.  Checkout 
the  backside  Coast  Guard  Beach,  that  is 
the  northeast  end  of  Nauset  Marsh.  Park 


at  the  Doane  Rock  parking  lot  and  walk 
there  via  the  bike  trail,  to  avoid  beach 
goers.  The  best  time  to  go  is  on  the  in- 
coming tide  and  early  in  the  day,  when  the 
sun  is  at  your  back. 

In  the  fall,  Great  Pond  and  Herring  Pond 
are  good  for  ducks.  First  Encounter  Beach 
is  a great  place  to  find  seabirds  after  an 
autumn  storm.  In  the  winter,  walk  the 
outer  beach  for  sea  ducks  and  gannets. 
The  fire  roads,  off  the  power  lines  in 
North  Eastham,  are  good  in  the  spring  for 
Whippoorwills,  Bobwhite  Quail,  owls  and 
songbirds.  The  wonderful  Fort  Hill  area 
is  good  anytime  of  year,  as  it  over  looks  all 
of  Nauset  Marsh.  You  should  always  see 
a heron,  bird  of  prey  or  odd  sparrow  from 
Fort  Hill. 

Sorry  I couldn't  provide  more  specif- 
ics, but  I was  told  to  keep  it  short.  How- 
ever, Eastham  is  small  and  the  habitat  var- 
ied, so  any  walk,  at  anytime  of  the  year, 
should  be  a pleasurable  and  productive 
birding  experience.

Start  at  the  Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center  of  the 
Cape  Cod  National  Seashore.  Directly  across, 
with  the  Whalebones,  is  the  Schoolhouse 

Museum,  1869.  Next  to  that  is  a full  Cape,  the 
Bertha  Keefe  House  c.  1812.  Cross  Route  6 
at  the  lights;  on  your  right  is  the  Over 
Look  Inn;  a Queen  Anne  Victorian  built  in 
1 869.  At  the  corner  of  Route  6 and  Salt  Pond 
Road  is  the  Old  Town  Hall,  1851.  Continue 
on  Salt  Pond  Road;  the  ; Joseph  Cobb,  an 
1 848  Greek  Revival  House  is  on  your  left.  The 
Old  Town  Pump  and  Watering  Trough  are 
situated  at  the  fork.  To  the  left  is  the  G 
Philander  Shaw  House,  a 1 795  full  Cape,  and 
directly  across  is  the  Captain  Savage  House,  an  1 850  Greek  Revival  with 
beautiful  gardens.  On  your  right  is  the  Knowles  Doane  House,  1 765,  a fine 
half  Cape  house.  Continue  up  Locust  Road;  at  the  top  of  the  hill  on  your  right 
is  the  1 820  full  Cape  Moore  House,  next  to  it  the  c.  1 869  Barnabus 
Chipman  House,  a Greek  Revival,  and  directly  opposite  is  the  1 700  John 
Knowles  House.  Turn  left  onto  Mill  Road;  a few  hundred  yards  on  your  left  is 
the  Truesdale  Fife  House.  Go 
up  the  hill  to  the  Windmill 
where  during  summer  months  the 
Town  Miller  grinds  corn.  Turn  left 
on  Depot  Road  and  left  on  Route 
6.  A hundred  yards  down  is  the 
1 823  Sullivan  House  and 
Cottage.  A beautiful  view  of  Salt 
Pond  and  Nauset  Inlet  is  visible  at 
this  point.  Continue  a little  way  to 
the  John  Sparrow  House, 

1 823,  and  the  Q Jesse  Collins,  a 
Federal  Style  House  on  the  corner 
of  Locust  Road.  Continue  to  the 
traffic  lights  on  Route  6 and  cross 
back  to  the  Salt  Pond  Visitor 
Center.

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SHELL  FISHING 

Permits  are  required  for  all  shellfishing  and 
taking  of  worms  and  are  available  at  the  Na- 
tional Resources  Department  office.  Salt 
Pond  and  Salt  Pond  River  are  open  Sundays 
only  (see  schedule  page  79).  Other 
shellfishing  areas  are  open  daily  from  one- 
half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  af- 
ter sunset.  Areas,  which  are  closed  to 
shellfishing  and  a complete  list  of  shellfishing 
regulations,  are  available  at  the  National  Re- 
sources Facility. 

FISHING  AND  HUNTING 

Permits  are  required  for  fresh  water  fishing 
and  hunting.  Licenses  may  be  obtained  at  Town 
Hall  from  the  Town  Clerk.  No  license  is  re- 
quired for  salt  water  fishing. 

MOTOR  BOATS 

Motorboats  used  on  fresh  water  ponds  are 
subject  to  annual  inspection.  Inspection  Sat- 
urday 9:00am  to  noon  at  the  National  Re- 
sources Department.  Maximum  horsepower, 
3,  except  Great  Pond,  50.  Water-skiing  on 
Great  Pond  only  on  odd  numbered  days.  A 
“spotter”  is  required  for  boats  towing  a skier. 
Jet  skis  are  permitted  on  Cape  Cod  Bay  only. 
Other  regulations  are  posted  at  Great  Pond. 

MOORINGS 

All  moorings  shall  be  registered  annually  with 
the  Natural  Resources  Department.  Appli- 
cations for  mooring  permits  and  a complete 
set  of  regulations  are  available  at  the  Natural 
Resources  Facility. 

OFF-ROAD  VEHICLES 

Off-road  vehicles  are  not  permitted  in  East- 
ham.  Off-road  vehicles  are  allowed  on  Na- 
tional Seashore  beaches  in  Orleans  and 
Provincetown.  Permits  are  obtained  after  the 
vehicle  is  inspected.  In  Orleans  call  508-240- 
3775.  In  Provincetown,  call  508-487-2100. 

BEACH  PARKING 

Stickers  or  daily  rates  apply  for  parking  at 
town-owned  beaches  on  Cape  Cod  Bay  or 
fresh  water  pools.  Daily  fees  may  be  paid 
directly  only  at  Cook’s  Brook,  Campground, 


Great  Pond,  and  First  Encounter  beaches.

Beach  officials  must  be  obeyed  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  beach  rules  and  regulations  in- 
cluding the  following: 

1 . Alcoholic  beverages  are  not  permitted  on 
beaches  or  parking  lots  at  any  time. 

2.  Littering  or  discharging  refuse  on  the 
beaches  or  landings  is  prohibitted.  No 
house-hold  garbage  shall  be  deposited  in 
beach  receptacles. 

3.  Beach  parties  after  7:00pm  require  a per 
mit  obtained  from  the  Chief  of  Police. 

4.  Dogs  are  not  allowed  on  any  town  beach 
from  June  1 5 to  Labor  Day. 

5.  Picking  of  marsh  plants  and  any  other 
vegetation  is  prohibited. 

A complete  list  of  beach  regulations  is  avail- 
able from  the  beach  attendants,  at  the  Town 
Hall  or  at  the  Natural  Resources  Facility.

Spend  one  day  of  your  Cape  Cod  vacation  on 
a whale  watch  and  create  a memory  that  will 
last  a lifetime!  A whale  watch  is  not  only 
exciting,  but  it’s  educational,  too! 

On  daily  boat  trips  out  to  Stellwagen  Bank,  a 
National  Marine  Sanctuary,  visitors  are  guaran- 
teed whale  sightings.  Guides  on  board  explain 
the  living  and  feeding  habits  of  the  finback, 
humpback,  minke,  pilot,  and  right  whales  as 
well  as  of  the  seals  and  porpoises. 

You  can  see  spouts,  which  is  when  a whale 
blows  air  out  of  the  blow  hole  on  their  head.  If 
one  of  them  seems  to  wave  at  you,  wave  back— 
this  is  called  spy  hop.  If  you  are  really  lucky,  you 
might  get  to  see  a whale  breach-  this  is  when 
they  jump  out  of  the  water,  sometimes  com- 
pletely, ending  with  a huge  splash.

Eastham's  windmill  has  a typical  his- 
tory as  Cape  Cod  mills  go.  It  was  built 
around  1 680  in  Plymouth  on  Windmill  Hill 
by  one  Thomas  Paine,  a millwright  from 
Eastham.  In  the  I 770's,  sometime  before 
the  American  Revolution  he  moved  it 
across  Cape  Cod  Bay  on  a barge  or  raft  to 
Iruro. 

In  1793,  a Seth  Knowles  of  Eastham 
bought  the  mill  and  moved  it  overland  to  a 
site  overlooking  Salt  Pond.  In  1808  he 
had  the  mill  moved  to  its  present  site 
where  it  worked  until  1 896.  It  was  then 
purchased  by  the  Village  Improvement 
Society  to  be  used  as  a library.  They  also, 
occasionally,  ran  the  mill  for  the  fun  of  it. 

By  1928  there  were  only  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  left  and  they  persuaded 
the  Town  to  buy  the  mill  for  $500  and 
preserve  it  for  its  historic  value.  The  Soci- 
ety members  returned  the  money  to  the 
Town  as  a donation,  and  it  still  draws  in- 
terest to  this  day. 


In  1 936,  after  undergoing  extensive  re- 
furbishmentand  repairs,  the  mill  reopened 
to  the  general  public.  In  1 980,  to  celebrate 
the  mill's  300th  birthday,  a Post  Office  was 
set  up  in  the  mill  to  cancel  postage  (wind- 
mill stamps  including  Eastham  issued  by 
the  USPS) . Today,  visitors  from  around  the 
world  enjoy  the  mill . It  is  the  centerpiece 
of  Windmill  Weekend  each  year  and  is  a 
lovely  addition  to  the  Holidays  with  its 
arms  decked  out  in  colored  lights.

to  minnows,  monarchs  and  seals.  Five  miles 
of  trails  traverse  eight  different  habitats,  which 
represent  the  diversity  of  Cape  Cod.  Wildlife 
abounds  here!  More  than  260  species  of  birds 
have  been  recorded  at  the  sanctuary,  over  60 
of  which  nest  here.  Sixteen  state-listed  spe- 
cies of  plants,  including  butterflyweed,  wild 
lupine,  and  broom  crowberry  can  beseenalong 
the  trails.  Summer  and  fall  bring  hundreds  of 
migrating  shorebirds  to  the  marsh  and  tidal 
flats.  Deer,  foxes,  and  coyotes  as  well  as 
Fowler’s  toads  and  five  species  of  turtles  are 
found  in  the  sanctuary. 

Special  events,  guided  walks,  lectures, 
classes,  workshops,  and  programs  for  chil- 
dren and  adults,  as  well  as  schools  and  orga- 
nizations, are  offered  year-round,  both  on  and 
off  site.  Entrance  to  the  Sanctuary  is  on  Route 
6,  just  over  the  Wellfleet  line.

Eastham  boasts  two  bike  paths  and  sev- 
eral walking  trails  that  travel  through  re- 
markably picturesque  scenery.  Both  bike 
paths  are  paved  and  provide  an  opportu- 
nity for  bicyclists  and  hikers  to  enjoy  a very 
special  encounter  with  Cape  Cod's  charm 
and  beauty. 

Within  and  around  the  trails  are  heavily 
wooded  forests,  lakes  and  quiet  kettle 
ponds,  salt  marshes,  bogs,  winding  creeks 
and  sandy  beaches.  Whether  you  are  walk- 
ing or  biking,  these  trails  are  an  enjoyable 
and  fulfilling  way  to  experience  Cape  Cod 
at  its  very  best.  Check  the  rules  of  each 
trailhead.  Please  be  considerate  of  private 
property,  and  be  sure  to  control  your  dog, 
and  pick  up  after  it. 

dte  THE  CAPE  COD  RAIL  TRAIL 

(AKA  “The  Bike  Path")  is  a twenty-four 
mile  path  that  starts  on  Route  1 34  in  Den- 
nis and  ends  at  LeCount  Hollow  in 
Wellfleet,  having  traveled  the  entire  length 
of  Eastham.  The  trail  follows  the  old  Penn 
Central  Railway  tracks,  loday  the  tracks 
are  gone,  but  the  convenience  to  all  of  East- 
ham is  easily  accessible.  Just  off  the  path, 
side  trips  offer  ocean  beaches  and  fishing 
piers;  country  stores  and  quaint  villages; 
parks,  picnic  areas,  places  to  lodge  and 
places  to  dine. 


X NAUSETBIKE  TRAIL  (F5) 
starts  at  the  National  Seashore  Visitor 
Center  and  two  and  one  quarter  miles  later 
ends  at  Coast  Guard  Beach.  Magnificent 
vistas  of  the  salt  marsh  and  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  are  not  to  be  missed.  The  trail  is 
wheelchair  accessible,  and  can  be  short- 
ened by  starting  at  the  Doane  Rock  picnic 
area. 

X THE  LADY  SLIPPER  TRAIL  (F2) 
in  the  Wiley  Park  Conservation  Area  is  a 
walking  trail  through  the  woods  on  Great 
Pond  and  Bridge  Pond.  There  is  also  a 
beach  at  Wiley  Park  (sticker  is  required). 
Parking  and  restroom  facilities  are  avail- 
able. 

.1  THE  NICKERSON  PROPERTY  (G2,  G3) 
is  25  acres  with  walking  trails  lying  be- 
tween Bridge  Pond  and  Widow  Harding 
Pond.  This  is  where  Eastham’s  Herring 
Run  flows  into  Bridge  Pond  and  on  to  Great 
Pond.  It  is  located  on  Herringbrook  Road, 
with  parking  at  the  Cole  Road  Herring  Run. 

X SOUTH  EASTHAM 
CONSERVATION  AREA  - SECA  Q3) 

is  home  to  a rich  variety  of  habitats  sur- 
rounding three  small  ponds,  and  boasting 
some  unusual  tree  species.  Park  at  the 
trailhead  on  Peach  Orchard  Lane, 

1UPPER  BOAT  MEADOW  (j3) 
has  magnificent  walking  trails  through 
woodland,  marsh  and  an  arboretum  of 
specimen  trees.  This  special  greenspace 
abuts  the  South  Eastham  Conservation 
Area  and  the  Cape  Cod  Rail  Trail  bike  path. 
Parking  and  access  are  available  at  the 
trailhead  on  Smith  Lane  as  well  as  the  bike 
path  on  Rock  Harbor  Road  and  at  Peach 
Orchard  Lane. 
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* COTTONTAIL  ACRES  (G3) 
is  1 8 more  of  Eastham’s  con- 
servation land  with  hiking 
trails  through  meadows  pep- 
pered with  wildflowers  along 
Herring  and  Jemima  Ponds. 
Enter  atSamoset  Road. 


1 FORT  HILL  TRAIL  (H5) 
is  a one  and  one-half  mile  trail  with  some 
log  steps  on  slopes.  The  trail  runs  through 
the  Rural  Historic  District  listed  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  This 
walking  trail  offers  spectacular  view  of 
Nauset  Marsh,  the  Nauset  Spit  and  the 
Atlantic  Ocean.  Bring  your  binoculars  for 
some  wonderful  birding  opportunities. 

* RED  MAPLE  SWAMP  TRAIL  (H5) 
with  its  serpentine  boardwalk  gives  yet 
another  dimension  to  Cape  Cod  that  is 
totally  unexpected  compared  to  the  Outer 
Cape’s  general  landscape.  This  quarter 
milewalkis  most  colorful  in  the  fall.  A por- 
tion of  this  trail  is  wheelchair  accessible 
via  Hemenway  Landing. 

1 NAUSET  MARSH  TRAIL  (F5) 
is  a half-mile  loop  that  skirts  Salt  Pond  and 
Nauset  Marsh  and  returns  through  transi- 
tional forest  and  fields.  The  area  is  well 
suited  for  studies  of  salt  marsh  ecosystems 
and  upland  succession.  It  also  offers  excel- 
lent bird  watching  opportunities. 


* CEDAR  BANKS  TRAIL  (F5)

is  a one  and  one-half  mile  hiking  path  that 
connects  to  the  Nauset  Marsh  Trail  and 
continues  on  to  Coast  Guard  Beach. 

* BUTTONBUSH  TRAIL  (F5) 

is  a short  quarter-mile  multisensory  loop 
designed  for  the  blind  with  a rope  guide, 
and  interpretive  text  panels  in  Braille  and 
large  lettering. 

* THE  MASSACHUSETTS  AUDUBON 
SOCIETY  WILDLIFE  SANCTUARY  (A  I ) 

in  Eastham  and  Wellfleet  has  five  unique 
walking  trails,  all  starting  at  their  Nature 
Center  and  crossing  through  forests,  mead- 
ows and  marshes,  including  a boardwalk 
out  to  Cape  Cod  Bay. 

Scenic  overlooks  can  be  found  at  several 
points,  but  can  best  be  enjoyed  from  Fort 
Hill,  Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center,  Skiff  Hill  Pa- 
vilion, and  Nauset  Light  Beach. 

Sunsets  that  defy  description,  but  will  be 
kept  in  your  heart  forever,  can  be  enjoyed 
from  any  of  Eastham’s  beautiful  bay 
beaches.
